All the majo r parties o ffer, he 
said, is a cho ice between *• a Repu b­ 
lican tweedle du m and a Demo cratic 
tweedle du mmer.” 
Taylo r said as far as he is co n­ 
cerned that leav es the third party 
as the place to fight fo r “the prin­ 
ciples in which I believ e.** 
“I’m In this to win,” the 48-year- 
o ld Idaho an to ld repo rters at a news 
co nference after hla speech. ” I hawa 
co nfidence and faith. I think . li

said he agrees with Wallace that 
“yo u ’v e go t to believ e we can wo rk 
with Ru ssia—o r giv e u p ho pe and 
prepare fo r the end o f the wo rld.

terial. She do esn't want markets." 
If Ru ssia seems to be "trying to 
spread o u t," he said, it is becau se o f 
fear o f the rest o f the wo rld.” 

"Is 
the o nly leader we can pu t fo rward 
who has the co nfidence o f peo ples 
ev erywhere.”

Tile more im portant was 
on Memorial day a t Arlington cem­ 
etery . during the visit of Foreign 
Commissar Molotov, and dealt with 
our postw ar plans. 
On neither oc­ 
casion did Welles consult w ith me 
in advance as to these new pro­ 
nouncem ents. 
I called Welles to my office on

that I could not acquiesce in for 
a moment.

I said that the unprece­ 
dented privilege I had given him 
of access to the W hite House m ight 
have been a m istak e on my part, 
for it was a privilege tha t none of 
his predecessors, to my k nowledge 
had had.

I could not repose the same 
confidence In him that I did in 
my other associates.

Welles's education and training in 
foreign affairs, he was narrow er 
and less sound than my other as­ 
sociates on 
quite

of 
m ajor questions and policies. 
Be­ 
fore the war in Europe came we 
differed on armed intervention in 
Cuba and on our evaluation of the 
results of the M unich conference. 
After war came, we differed on 
the W estern Hemisphere Neutrality 
zone and on the proposed ultim a­ 
tum to Japan to which Roosevelt 
and Churchill agreed at the A t­ 
lantic conference and in the form ­ 
ulation of which Welles had been 
an adviser. 
1 felt this latter would 
have brought on war with the Ja p­ 
anese a t that time, when we were 
less prepared than at the time of 
Pearl Harbor. 
After Pearl Harbor 
we differed on the handling of 
A rgentina at the *teio conference, 
on the nature of his speeches, and 
on the structure of the postwar in­ 
ternational security organization. 
These divergences were due at 
tim es to a difference of philosophy 
and at others to differences over 
the more practical and effective 
m eans of handling crucial ques­ 
tions and issues, to say nothing of 
W elles’s frequent unwillingness to 
do teamwork with me. 
This situ­ 
ation was particularly acute d ur­ 
ing the later period of his service, 
and was handicapping to those of 
us who were work ing together as 
a unit. 
For some y ears I had look ed to 
Welles to supervise the adm inis­ 
tration of the State departm ent In 
the most efficient m anner possible. 
This was the norm al function of an 
under-secretary of state, thus per­ 
m itting the Secretary of State to 
devote more tim e to the form ula­

plained particularly and m ore than 
once about Welles’s delivering tht 
Arlington cem etery speech without 
consulting either of us, and he said 
to me Hi at he later rem onstrated 
w ith Welles about the speech.

T he work 
of the S tate departm ent was now 
colcsscl, Welles was a hard work er, 
and it was preferable to ultiize his 
services, if they could be had on 
a loy al basis, than to dispense with 
them. 
In early Sum m er, 1943, however 
the President him self realized that 
the situation in the S tate d epart­ 
m ent could not continue.

Experiences 
Of Salem Man 


During ‘ Gold Rush9 Recalled 


Experiences of one of Salem’s pi­ 
oneer sons, George Hise, who went 
to California during th'e stirring 
days of the "gold rush" are re­ 
called by his niece, Miss Nora Hise 
of E. 8tate St., in connection with 
California's centennial of the dis­ 
covery of gold. 
He made the trip in a wagon 
drawn by oxen, going over the old 
Oregon trail and landed in Oregon. 
Adventure, thrills and a contrast 
to present-day travel and conven­ 
iences, this 
letter 
written 
from 
Nevada City, Calif., Jan. 3, 1854. 
reads like a story book. 
Describes Experiences 
Excerpts from the letter follow: 
“Scott's bluff is a cut through the 
mountain and very narrow. 
Your 
wagon wheel hubs rub on both sides 
as you pass along 
The bluff on 
the right hand side rises perpen­ 
dicular to a height of 1,000 feet. 
A solitary cedar here and thete is 
all the timber you see. 
A strong 
draft of air prevades this pass. You 
must wear goggles or a veil in or­ 
der to pass it comfortably. 
"The next day after we passed 
the bluff there was a hard storm. 
Hail fell about six inches deep in 
20 minutes. 
We had pitched our 
tents for the night when all at once 
the storm was upon us. I had been 
wearing my moccasins all day, hav­ 
ing neglected to put on my boots 
While at ease in my tent, the storm 
broke with such violence and the 
hail fell in such torrents that one 
of the cattle jumped square through 
the tent and completely demolished 
it. 
Away went my cattle. 
Thinking 
it would not do to loee sight of 
them, 
I ran at top speed 
after 
them. 
They ran about four miles 
I lost no time in getting back to 
camp. 
Arrived about dark, wet to 
the skin and nearly frozen. We 
had no fire or wood, so I took my 
blanket, rolled up and crawled un­ 
der the wagon and slept soundly 
until morning. 
“We traveled down &nake river 
about 600 miles. This was the worst 
part of the whole road, desert al­ 
most all the way with water 10 or 
20 miles apart. 
Dusty roads made 
it difficult to breathe. 
Dust was 
from eight to 10 inches deep and 
about 
one-half 
lime and 
alkali, 
which was very poisonous to the 
cattle. It was here my cattle first 
began 
to die. 
They would 
com­ 
mence bleeding at the nose which 
was a sign for us to turn them out 
of the team. 
"When our provisions began to 
get scarce I caught fish and shot 
rabbits, which were plentiful and 
uncommonly large. 
One had ears 
IS inches long, which may seem 
incredible. 
“When we got into the Unitiila 
Nation we had anything we wanted 
— peas, beans and potatoes. 
I 
traded off all my shirts, except 
the one I had on my back. 
This 
nation of Indians have more horses 
than any people I ever saw. 
I 
saw one drove of 60,000 head. 
“We got to the Cascade moun­ 
tains Aug 10, and were nine days in 
crossing them. 
I suffered 
here 
more than any part of the road. 


"Three of my oxen and one cow 
froze to death. 
I was forced to 
keep up a good fire to keep from 
freezing. 
I did not have a dry 
stitch of clothes on me for 10 days 
and never knew what it was to 
sleep on anything but the ground 
with a wet blanket. No one knows 
but those who cross the plains what 
hardship one has to endure. 
"I presume that I was about the 
hardest looking chap that you ever 
saw when we got into the Vallay. 
My pantaloons were half tom off 
above the knee, my hat brim was 
tom off and to add still more to 
my wretched appearance, I had not 
shaved for two months. 
“Stayed 
in 
8 alem. 
Ore.. 
two 
weeks. 
Had work part of the time, 
but could not get work in the shop 
(blacksmith). 
Sold my wagon and 
went up country and took a claim; 
did a little work on it, then sold it 
for $150. 
Concluded to go to the 
mines and try my luck. 
But I 
went in the wrong time of year. 
Provisions were tremendously high. 
Meat and flour $150 a pound. 
I 
tell you I had to work to make 
grub. But I was determined to find 
a slug If I could. I never had the 
luck to find one worth more than 
$5. 
I worked in the mines about 
four months at the end of which 
time I had just $255.”

Russia Freed 
At the sgme time he said he 
thinks Russia erred In withdrawing 
from the original conferences of na­ 
tions on the Marshall plan. 
"While the Russians felt they had 
reasons to doubt the sincerity of 
the invitation to them. I think they 
made a mistake in withdrawing 
from the Paris meeting," Wallace 
said. 
After drawing what he said is a 
distinction ^between the Marshal) 
plan, as originally propounded, and 
the program as it stands today, 
Wallace attacked the present pro­ 
ject on many fronts.
